Scientist Says—-Rus- 
sians Less Impressed 


With Western Data. 


GENEVA, July ‘5 (UPI) — 
The Soviet Union disclosed 
today some of the previously 
secret methods it uses to de- 


tect nuclear explosions. 


The disclosures were made 
by Russian scientists in a new 
report presented to Western 
scientists at the eight-nation 
East-West technical conference 
studying ways to police a pos- 
sible agreement to bar nuclear 
testing. The methods were not 


made public immediately. 


Dr. Hans Bethe, professor at 
Cornell University, told news- 
men after the lengthy meeting 
today, the fourth of the con- 
ference, the Soviet experts had 
given data “beyond the tech- 
information previously 


nical 
known.” 


The scientists from Britain, 
the United 
States, Russia, Poland, Czech- 
oslovekia and Romania met for

nearly three hours today. 


The official communique an- 
nounced only that the scien- 
tists “continued .. . technical 
discussions” and scheduled the 


next meeting for Monday. 


Both Soviet and Western 
delegates said they were satis-

Western experts were known 
to insist that any technical 
methods of detecting atomic 
explosions must be comple- 
mented by control measurés 
based on a system of wide- 
spread, fully equipped and in- 
ternationally manned control 
posts spanning the earth. 

Eastern and Western scien- 
tists were believed divided on 
the degfee of reliability of de- 
tecting such explosions. 

The Russians have hitherto 
maintained that all nuclear 
explosions can be traced. A 
number of Western experts 
hold that this applies only to 
major explosions, while small- 
er ones might go undiscovered. 
They could be for 
earthquakes, of which more 
than 1000 are recorded each 
year.

HOLIDAY TRAFFIC 
DEATHS TOTAL 185; 
PACE SLACKENING 


CHICAGO, July 5 (AP) — 
Traffic deaths mounted at a 
record clip today as the half- 
way mark was passed in the 
three-day Independence day 
weekend. The death rate had 
eased a little, however, after 
rising through the Fourth at a 
pace far above estimates made 
by the National Safety Council. 
One hundred eight-five traf- 
fic, 71 drowning and 42 mis- 
cellaneous deaths had been re- 
ported this afternoon. a total 
of 281. Eight of the traffic 
deaths occurred in Missouri. 


The Safety Council has fore- 
cast a record high 410 deaths 
in the 78-hour holiday period. 
At the midway point, fatalities 
were in line with advance esti- 
mates. 


“Deaths are running tragi- 
cally on schedule,” said Ned 
H. Dearborn, council presi- 
dent. But as huge .as the 
death total is, it is running at 
a rate slightly lower than dur- 
ing the early hours of the holi- 
day. We urge drivers to con- 
tinue to use every possible pre- 
caution. 

The previous’. three - day 
weekend record for a July 4 
observance was 407 deaths in 
1955.

YUGOSLAV BUS PLUNGES 
1000 FEET, 15 ARE KILLED 


BELGRADE, July 5 (AP)—A 
passenger bus ran off a moun- 
tain road in southern Yugo- 
slavia last night and plunged 
1000 feet down a precipice in- 
to a farm cottage.

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WASHINGTON, July 5 (UPI) 
—House investigators appeared 
today to be preparing for an 
early showdown over Bernard 
Goldfine’s refusal to answer 
questions about $776,879 in un- 
cashed checks. The treasurers’ 
and certified drafts have been 
bought by the Boston indus- 
trialist’s firms since 1941. 

Goldfine and his attorneys 
insisted- Thursday that the 
checks were not proper subject 
for the subcommittee on legis- 
lative oversight’s inquiry into 
the operation of federal regu- 
latory agencies set up by Con- 
gress. 

Subcommittee counsel Rob- 
ert W. Lishman is spending 
part of the Fourth of July holi- 


day going over what were 
described as “new phases” of 
the investigation. Goldfine is 
to return to Washington Tues- 
day for a third day on the wit- 
ness stand. 

Representative John E. Moss 
(Dem.), California, a subeom- 
mittee member, told a reporter 
that, if he were chairman of 
the subcommittee, he would 
order Goldfine to answer ques- 
tions on the uncashed checks 
or face contempt of Congress 
proceedings. 

‘Weird’ Business. 

Joseph O’Hara of Minnesota, 
a Republican member of the 
subcommittee, agreed with 
Moss that “the public is en- 
titled to know the facts.”

| PARIS, July 5 (AP)—Secre- 
tary of State John Foster Dulles 
and Premier De Gaulle com- 
pleted their formal conferences 
today with a half-hour private 
conversation at the Premier's 
official residence. 

They first conferred for 
about three hours this morn- 
ing with their aids present. 


'Then they dismissed theif-aids | 


and held a private talk after 
lunch. 

Both men were grave faced 
when they said goodby. De 
Gaulle walked with Dulles to 
the automobile waiting to take 
the Secretary back to the 
United States embassy. The 
Premier, holding his heavy, 
horn-rimmed spectacles in his 
hand, gestured emphatically. 
Dulles looked extremely seri- 
| ous. 
| A French , spokesman gave 
| this account of the talks: 
| “Gen. De Gaulle said that 
France had the ‘vocation’ to 
become an atomic power and 
that she was determined to do 
so. He left no doubt of the 
determination of his govern- 
ment to bring France into the 
ranks of the atomic powers to 
which it belongs by rights.” 

McMahon Act Cited. 

He said Dulles replied that 
the United States, under the 
terms of the McMahon act, 
cannot furnish France with 
secret technical information. 

“The general stressed that 
this is the basic question of 
the day for France,” the 
spokesman continued. “The 
subject of nuclear weapons 
will be continued through nor- 
mal diplomatic channels.” 

The spokesman added that 
the general reported that talks 
were held in an atmosphere of 
the greatest cordiality, and 
showed “mutual confidence 
and frankness” and that he 
felt Dulles had given him a 
“very remarkable and deep 
exposition.of the world situa- 
tion on and the great prob- 
lems of the hour.” 

The morning conference 
eovered a number of topics— 
strategic developments in Eu- 
rope, and the situation in the 
Middle East among others. 

Official sources said Dulles 
brought a warmly worded 
message from President Eisen- 
hower which expressed hope 
De Gaulle could visit the Unit- 
ed States in the near future. 

Meeting With Spaak. 

Dulles’s remaining appoint- 
ments were with Maurice Couve 
de Murville, French foreign 
minister, and Paul-Henri 
Spaak, secretary general of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organi- 
zation. 

Thereafter, he was to be 
guest of honor at a dinner by 
United States ambassador 
Amory Houghton. De Gaulle 
was not scheduled to be pres- 
ent but the foreign minister 
and other government officials 
were invited.

When my wife and | visited in 
France in May, I had the oppor- 
tunity of visiting in the homes of 
many close relatives who certainly 
were not anti-American. Byt they 
almost unanimously had a com- 
plete lack of understanding of 
American thinking, American pol- 
icies and American desires for the 
world which showed me that the 
State Department and consulates 
are failing miserably in their as- 
signed tasks. ‘ 

They asked us why we did not 
help the Hungarians when they 
revolted against Russia after 
having been encouraged by our 
State Department's frequent pub- 
lic statements and our Voice of 
America. 

They almost unanimously felt 
that we were favoring Algeria 
against France because American 
oil companies wanted to partic- 
ipate in the Sahara deposits. 

They had no intelligent knowl- 
edge of the desegregation prob- 
lems of the South and were un- 
faifly critical of the Little Rock 
incident. 

There must be an answef te 
this problem of tn- 
Ott: and it is = ex- 
penditure of billions of dollars 
alone.

products. Yet the price of this metal has 
fallen so low that the St. Joseph Lead Co., 
rates the mine, has decided to 
miners at least until the mar- 
ket shows a substantial improvement. 


Mine la Motte is by no means the only mine 
affected, nor is lead the only metal. Copper, 
zinc, fluorspar and tungsten also are in trou- 
ble. And the trouble extends to all producing 
countries. That is why producers of these 
metals. opposed extension of the Reciprocal 
Trade Act, under which imports might further 
depress prices. Acknowledging this, Interior 
Secretary Fred A. Seaton, on behalf of the 
Administration, proposed a subsidy for those 
metals. 

If subsidies are justifiable—and under cer- 
tain circumstances, they are—the Seaton Plan 
is most readily justified. Under it metals 
would be sold at the market price, and the 
producers would receive the difference be- 
tween this and a fixed stabilization price. 
The purpose is to give consumers the ad- 
vantage of low prices, to avoid damaging for- 
eign producers by raising tariffs against them, 
and also to protect American mining. 

One reason for the collapse of metal prices 
is a decline in demand, and demand is more 
likely to be stimulated by letting prices find 
their natural level than by raising them arti- 
ficially. As a@ futther stimulant, the Seaton 
Pian also calls for Government purchases of 
some metals at the market price—but not 
above fixed ceilings—for its stockpiles. 

Interested as Missouri is in lead, it is good 
news that the proposal was reported favorably 
last week by the Senate Interior Committee, 
and that the House committee studying the 
bill is under the chairmanship of Missouri's 
Represegtative Svepe. The measure can 
be objected to on" fhe general ground that it 
is not the. busijeg§ of Government to protect 
the mining industry by guaranteeing its 
prices. On.the.other hand, is it Govern- 
ment’s business to protect mining by tariffs? 
If a choice must be made between two forms 
of protection, the subsidy offers advantages 
from the standpoint of international relations. 

The plan seems to have all necessary safe- 


_ guards against its transformation into a “give- 


away.” It calls for quarterly production quo- 
tas. Its operation is limited to five years. 
The cost for the first year is estimated at 
$161,090,000, and this is expected to decline 
in the following years. This seems a modest 
premium for insurance that other mines will 
not be closed down—and miners laid off—as 
Mine la Motte is to be cloged after 240 years. 


Yes,.a Code of Ethics Is Needed 

The Senate Post Office Civil Service Com- 
mittee has approved a 10-point code of ethics 
for all federal employes and officials which 
is of particular interest just now. It has been 
11 months since the House approved it. 

The code would not have the force of law 
nor would it deter any inherently dishonest 
officials. It should serve as an inspiration 
and as an acknowledgement that public office 
is a public trust. Some of the things that 
have occurred in Washington in recent years 
might not have occurred if there had been 
more respect for the first principle of the 
code: “Put loyalty to the highest moral prin- 
ciples and to country above loyalty to persons, 
party or government department.” 

The fifth point might well have been writ- 
ten to fit the Goldfine-Adams incident: “Never 
discriminate unfairly by the dispensing of 
special favors or privileges to anyone, wheth- 
er for remuneration or not; and never accept, 
for himself or his family, favers or benefits 


under circumstances which might be con- 


strued by reasonable persons as influencing 
the performance of his governmental duties,” 

The great majority of federal employes 
and officials, who are honest and conscien- 
tious, could look upon this code as a standing 
reminder that their positions carry strict ob- 
ligations. The high and the mighty among 
bureaucrats, as well as the lowly, could well 
observe it. 


Of Books and Men

ON- INTEGRATION 


CLEVELAND, July 5 (AP)— 


Desp te strong Southern op- 
position, it appeared certain 
today that the National Educa- 
tion Association was going to 
take a long, hard look at pub- 
lic school integration. 

The N.E.A. with some 616,- 
000 members in the 48 states 
and the United States territor- 
ies, was asked yesterday to 
make such a survey and report 
its findings and recommenda- 
tions at the next annual conven- 
tion, ‘in St, Louis next July. 

A bit of Pep sppentary ma- 
per b> ie by the Georgia dele- 
gation. kept the motion from 
reaching. a vote yesterday af- 
ternoon, However, another bit 
of the same sort of maneuver- 
ing in last night’s final session 
appeared to clear the way for 
approval.

Details 

Here is the way it went: 

Walter Ludwig, a school 
teacher from M | 
N.Y., called for the. 
ap made at the 
the afternoon session. Charles 
J. Suddeth, Negro, an ele- 
mentary school principal from 
San Pablo, Cali., seconded the 
motion. 

Then Wallace Winn of Sa- 
vannah, Ga., said there was 
not a quorum present, and the 
meeting should be adjourned. 
A tabulation showed the num- 
ber present was 487 delegates 
short of a simple majority of 
4684 voting delegates. The 
meeting was adjourned. 

Many of the delegates, it 
turned out,had already headed 
for home. But even more of 
them had bypassed the con- 
vention to: attend the July 4 
baseball doubleheader between 
the Cleveland Indians and the 
Detroit Tigers. 

When the NEA delegates 
gathered for the final session 
last night, the auditorium was 
packed. State delegations fa- 
voring the study had spent a 
busy few hours rounding up 
their members and getting 
them to the meeting. 

The Georgia delegation went 
to the auditorium fully prepar- 
ed to call for another quorum, 
if necessary. If that failed, 
Robert Williams of Richmond, 
Va., was ready to conduct a. 
one-man filibuster to keep Lud- 
wig’s proposal from a_ vote. 
But that was not necessary. 

Motion Wiihndrzawn. 

Ludwig asked the presiding 
officer, outgoing President Ly- 
man Ginger of Lexington, Ky., 
for. permission to withdraw his 
original motion. That blocked 
the quorum call, and the 
threatened filibuster, but it 
did not let the Southerners off 
the hook. 

Ludwig said he was with- 
drawing the motion to avoid a 
repetition of the afternoon’sg 
stormy session, then, he added: 

“Yesterday, Gov. Collins 
(Florida) said people are like

gence. saneness and reasonable- 
ness.” 

The N.E.A. has tussled with 
the integration problem before. 
Usually any strong stand is op- 
posed by Southern delegations, 
and-by Northern delegations 
which fear that such a stand 
would split the association.
